The NRRI is a research arm of the National Association of Regulatory Utility Commissioners
(NARUC) and has served the national and international regulatory community for three decades
with research, analysis, expert testimony, and training. In 1981 NARUC established regularized
state utility commission (or Board) support for the NRRI. Major sources of funding are the 50
states and the District of Columbia, and Canadian regulatory agencies. Commissioners and staff
from those agencies are NRRI members.

NRRI serves government through research, survey results, and technical assistance, NOTE: This
membership has historically been invoiced to the utility companies in Jowa. Beginning in FY 2007,
the IUB agreed to pay the entire service fee. In turn, the fee is collected through assessing the
utility companies.

The NRRI is governed by a Board of Directors with NARUC and public members. The Board Chair
is elected from the NARUC member class. The Board establishes the annual research agenda,
budget, and major policies of the NRRI. The Board is assisted by a Research Advisory Committee
with NARUC members. The Research Advisory Committee advises the NRRI and the Board on
establishing and terminating prograrns and advises the NRRI and the Board on the content and
viability of projects under those programs.

The NRRI provides timely responses to requests for information and assistance from state
commissions.
